THE SIXTEENTH CORPS,

And Something About the Hard Marching it Did
in the South.

To the Editor NATIONAL TRIBUNE:

I have read with great interest the letters which
you publish from comrades of the various come-
Jands which teok part in the war from 1861 to 1565,
and bhave been anxicusly looking fer something
from some one who was in the same commmand as
[ myself. 1 belonged to General A.J. Smith's com-
mand, Joe Mower's Third division, Sixteenth
Army Corps. which certainly did more marching
and traveling aroand than any other command in
| the service, We aiso did some fighting, but we
never could gel the Johnnies to stay in front of us
ng enough to get acquainted with them, In
wry, 1864, we went with Sherman from

sburg to Meridian, where we tore up the rail-

| roads for about seveniy-five miies, and then, hav-
ing returncd to Vicksburg, were loaned to Banks
i for the Red River expedition, 'We were first taken
' to a point on the Atchafulaya, whete we disem-
t barked, and pext Jday marched thiy® -three miles
| and carried Fort De Russey by assault, just as the
| sun was going down, capinring about 00 prison-
| ers and several pieces of artiliery, small arms, pro-
visions, &c. Embarking on the transporis again,
w were sent to Alexandrin, and while waiting
| for Banks to come up, General Mower went out on
| Bayou Bapids an:d eaplured 460 rebels while they
 were asiecp, without firing & gun,  From Alexan-
| dria we went by bont to Gramd Ecore, and from
| there proceeded o Pleasant il and totally de-
fented Dick Tayior's cornmnnd, thas saving Banks,
with what wagons and artillery he had lefl, from
being captured. [ind our vietory been followed

And the Hot Fight They Had At
Savage’s Station.

To the Editor NaTionat. TRInoNE

1 have read the reminiscences of the war in both
the Euast and West published in Tae Trisuse with
great interest, and have been entertained as only
old soldiers who have been through the flery fur-
nace ean be, but I have waited in vain for somne
one to give the earlier history of the Army of the
Potomac. <

1t is the general impression that the war spirit
grew in intensity until the soldiery of both sides
were educated o deeds of more than usnal valor,
but after four yeurs' service—three in the Army of
the Potomae, and one in the South under General
Canby to the close of the war—it is my opinion
that no battles were more closely condested, nor in
ouy a8 heavier loss sustained, in proportion to the
nnmbers engaged, than those which uslhered in
the war,

On the 29h of June, 1862, the army waa swinging
around from the Chickalwminy to the Jumes, and
we—the * Old Vermont Hrigude'—were dragging
our weary steps along, worn out by constant tight-
ing by days and marching by nights.
